To the School Board of Brookfield: 

Gentlemen,- It gives me pleasure to submit to you and 
through you to the citizens of thetown, my eleventh annual 
report as superintendent of the schools of Brookfield. 

Last spring several changes were made in the supervisory 
unions in this vicinity. One union was eliminated, the towns 
of which it had been composed being added to other unions. 
Supervisory Unions No. 4] was enlarged by the addition of 
Farmington. As now organized this union contains nineteen 
more teachers than formerly.
